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Message from the National President 


Dear Members of Delta Kappa 
Gamma: 


The Delta Kappa Gamma year 
is beginning with enthusiasm. 
From all states I am receiving let- 
ters which tell of plans for the or- 
ganization of new chapters and the 
initiation of new members. Al- 
ready beautiful yearbooks have 
come from Alpha Rho and Alpha 
Tau Chapters in Texas. Alpha Tau 
Chapter is planning to win the 
prize for attendance at their next 
Texas Convention, and chapters 
everywhere are rapidly sending in 
their votes for the date of the Na- 
tional Convention. May I take this 
opportunity to thank all presidents 


and state and national members 
for their prompt replies to my let- 
ter. I am still looking forward to 
a message from each chapter and 
each state or national member giv- 
ing the date on which the greatest 
number of your members will be 
able to join in the National Con- 
vention. 


However, we shall not wait until 
the next convention for a gather- 
ing of our members and pledges 
from all the states. On Tuesday 
afternoon during the N. E. A. in 
St. Louis, Delta Kappa Gamma 
wil! receive all its members for tea 
and a social hour in the Statler 
Hotel, 4:30 to 6:00. National of- 


ficers and the local chapter are re- 
quested to serve as hostesses. This 
announcement will occur in the 
Superintendence program, and we 
hope that every member who goes 
to St. Louis will include our tea in 
her schedule. 

Now may I ask that the state 
and chapter presidents give care- 
ful attention to the following sug- 
gestions: 

1. At the National Convention 
in April plans were made for print- 
ing the Constitution in revised 
form and the Ritual, Installation 
Ceremony and Suggestive Found- 
ers’ Day Programs in a Ceremonial 
Pamphlet. These two pamphlets 
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are not yet ready for distribution 
and cannot be included in the first 
packages of supplies. When they 
come from the press, eight copies 
of the Ceremonial Pamphlet will 
be sent for each president’s file. 
The president will be responsible 
for the use and care of these bul- 
letins. An additional supply will 
not be distributed each year. A 
copy of the Constitution for each 
member will be made available. 
There will be no more mimeo- 
graphed copies of the Constitution 
for distribution. Chapters may 
wish to have one newly printed 
copy bound attractively with blank 
pages at the back for use in initia- 
tions. 

2. Chapter reports are to be 
made at the close of each year. 
Last April I requested that the an- 
nual reports from states and chap- 
ters be sent me before the National 
Convention. Chapters which have 
not sent in their reports for 1934- 
1935 will please do so at once. Re- 
port forms were sent out last 
spring, but others are being in- 
cluded with the supplies. 

3. Send me a copy of your 


yearbook. 3 

4. As soon as possible after 
each initiation, please send to the 
State and National Treasurers, re- 
spectively, the portion of the fees 
required. The money due the State 
or National Treasury should he 
sent promptly after annual dues 
are collected, or payments should 
be made regularly, at least by the 
first of each month until all ac- 
counts are cleared. The State and 
National offices need funds to sup- 
port the work of the organization, 
and prompt attention to this re- 
quest will help in many ways. 

5. In directing your program 
for the year, please give attention 
to the National Program of Work. 
Copies of this program are being 
sent to each president, and it was 
falso published in the May, 1935, 
issue of The Delta Kappa Gamma 
Bulletin. A study of reports re- 
ceived does not show very definite 
work along this line last year. 
This is one phase of our activities 
‘which should be stressed. Omicron 
Chapter, Texas, includes in her 
year’s program a discussion of this 
splendid topic: “What shall be 


the objectives of education?” Pi 
Chapter, Texas, is to have a study 
meeting devoted to two topics 
which should be very important to 
us, namely: “What is a sound 
philosophy of education as a com- 
ponent part of the theory of Amer- 
ican Democracy,” and “What shall 
be the objectives of education un- 
der this Democracy?” 

Delta Kappa Gamma is an or- 
ganization of women who are rec- 
ognized as leaders in education. It 
must serve as a stimulus to its 
membership in professional growth 
and in service. It must exert a 
constructive influence in the so- 
lution of school problems in the 
various states and communities. 
What are you doing to bring this 
about? 

Through your letters in the 
Bulletin we expect to hear of your 
interesting activities. We look for- 
ward to these home-circle chats. 

Please remember to send me 
your yearbooks or a copy of your 


‘year’s program.

ALPHA STATE 
TEXAS 





Dear Texas Shipmates of Delta 
Kappa Gamma: 

The September gales are behind 
us.

“Organize Texas.” Dr. Annie 
Webb Blanton suggested this slo- 
gan when we worked together in 
a two-day conference in early Sep- 
tember.

Some are even 
asking for more territory, while 
others are making helpful sugges- 
tions as to modifications. We are 
more than gratified by your an- 
swers. Growth follows exercise, 
and I know that each one of you 
will be a better member because of 
your work in this program. We 
have only what we share, and we 
shall arrive at multiplication of 
our joys only through division of 
them. So fill your quotas and ex- 
pand your boundaries. 


Scholarize. This word rhymes 
with organize, and let’s use it— 
organize and scholarize. One of 
the fundamental purposes of Delta 
Kappa Gamma is to found scholar- 
ships. We need $6,000 for a Texas 
Scholarship. We have almost half 
of it in the State Treasury, and 
now with an increased member- 
ship in all of the chapters, I am 
asking that you frolic to tacky 
parties, bridge tournaments, back- 
ward breakfasts, masquerade par- 
ties, etc., to the tune of two dol- 
lars per member. You can do it, 
and I believe that you will.

You 
will come out knowing each other 
better, and feeling years younger 
besides having accomplished the 
biggest undertaking thus far. Won- 
der who will be the first Delta 
Kappa Gamma member named to 
the high honor of receiving the 
annual award of the Texas Delta 
Kappa Gamma Scholarship!

The flags are high 
and our courage is higher. We 
are off for a year of adventure— 
adventure in work and play.

tion. As I sailed away to Wash- 
ington to receive this prize from 
Mrs. Roosevelt and Mr. Selby on 
a black and stormy night in a 
modern tri-motored airplane, my 
thoughts reverted to the many 
times I had “ridden herd” on a 
cow pony in Northwest Texas on 
other stormy nights when the low- 
ing of the family cow was sweet 
music to my ears. But the past 
comparison did not long remain 
with me, for the changing condi- 


tions in a changing world hap- 
pened so fast that my mind was 
awhirl, even though “my feet were 
in comfort and I was traveling in 
style.” 

In Washington, Mr. Selby and 
his corps of helpers greeted me, 
and preparations went forward 
for the awarding of the prize by 
Mrs. Roosevelt in the Mayflower 
Hotel. Mrs. Roosevelt was gra- 
cious and lovely and put us all at 
our ease, even though every “shot” 
of the camera caused me to jump 
lest I awaken and find it was only 
a dream. The ceremony over, the 
check, and sheepskin under my 
arm, our party, by this time en- 
larged, traveled to New York City 
to be interviewed and to view, as 
the guest of the Selby Company. 
In New York City I met many in- 
teresting people, those connected 
with the organization, the news- 
papers, and people “just curious.” 

From New York City I again 
took to flight on a starry night, 
but this time the stars were the 
lights of the city of New York us 
viewed from above—and such a 
sight! Memories will come and go, 
but never the memory of that mar- 
velous panorama from an airplane. 

My next stops were at Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, 
and by this time I realized I had 
a position to hold and a dissected 
frog to finish dissecting, the act I 
was engaged in when I heard the 
news that I was the winner, so I 
turned my steps homeward, after 
two weeks of being in an unreal 
world, as did Cinderella of old.

The Editor does 
not promise a correct reply to all 
questions that may, in the future, 
be propounded, but she will do her 
best to find satisfactory answers.] 


Why was the month of Septem- 
ber set for the biennial election of 
chapter officers? Would not May 
be a better time? 

It was thought that, should some 
members change positions from 
one town to another (1) there 
would be less likelihood of the 
chapter’s finding itself without a 
president in the fall, and (2) new 
members transferring to the chap- 
ter would have a part in se- 
lecting the new officers. The fiscal 
year begins October 1, and the 
Treasurer should find this month 
a convenient time to close her ac- 
counts for the year. Officers should 
be selected early in the school ses- 
sion, (1) that chapter work for 
the year may be planned in time, 
and (2) that lists may reach the 
State and National Presidents so 
that their instructions may not be 
sent to those out of office. 

May might be a better time. It 
would have the advantage of giv- 
ing the new chapter president 
time, during the summer vacation, 
to plan the next year’s work. If 
the election time should be 
changed, chapters should be care- 
ful to select as vice presidents only 
members whom they would like to 
have as president. The Constitu- 
tion and By-Laws may be amended 
at any National Convention, if due 
notice is given. 

Why does Delta Kappa Gamma 
follow the custom at banquets and 
luncheons of seating members and 
guests at one table? Would not a 
number of small tables do as well? 

This custom carries out the idea 
of Delta Kappa members in a sort 
of big-family relationship; it indi- 
cates the unity of the organization; 
it prevents division into small 
cliques or groups. Moreover, as a 


rule, those present at the festivity 
can better see and hear the speak- 
ers than when they are divided 
into groups at small tables, 





Who .constitute the National 
Executive Board? 

The National Executive Board 
is made up of the National officers, 
the National Founders, and the 
state presidents. 


Why is a state member required 
to become a chapter member when 
a chapter is formed for her county 
or county-group? If chapter mem- 
bers are permitted to remain with 
the chapter of their original mem- 
bership, is not this requirement 
discrimination against state mem- 
bers, as they are required to change 
their type of membership? 

State membership is a tempo- 
rary classification. Those living 
in counties or county-groups hav- 
ing no chapter, are permitted to 
become state members as this al- 
lows them to enjoy some degree of 
fellowship in Delta Kappa Gamma 
until chapters can be formed in 
their counties. A state member 
cannot keep in close touch with the 
work of the fraternity ; she cannot 
easily do her part in this work. 
State membership should be con- 
sidered better than no membership 
at all, but is not as full a relation- 
ship as chapter-membership. State 
members ought to feel an interest 
in the expansion of Delta Kappa 
Gamma and to welcome the organi- 
zation of a chapter in their vicin- 
ity. Most of them do take this at- 
titude and are active workers in 
aiding the President and the 
Founders to form new chapters. 
Those who are already chapter 
members are working with a chap- 
ter. Often they have formed ties 
of friendship in the chapter, and 
desire to preserve these relation- 
ships. This is permissible, but 
such members should also aid in 
forming the new chapters. A mem- 
ber whose interest in Delta Kappa 
Gamma is confined to her own ben- 
efit and pleasure, or to one chapter, 
does not typify the spirit of Delta 
Kappa Gamma, expressed in our 
phrase, Each for all. 


Why should one wear the Delta 
Kappa Gamma key in a certain 
position? Is there any reason why 
it should not be pinned in a hori- 
zontal position or worn as a broach 
to fasten the clothing? Is there a 
penalty for wearing the key in- 
correctly placed? 

It is the custom of most frater- 
nities to specify the position in 
which their key should be worn. 
The key is a symbol of membership 
and of the purposes of the order. 
A member is more easily noted if 


her key is in the specified position. 
It should be fastened in a vertical 
position on the left side, just below 
the heart. In this position the key 
is easily noted, and it is significant 
of the human ties of friendship 
and affection which should bind 
chapter members together. If the 
key is fastened in a horizontal po- 
sition, the symbols which it bears 
are not easily read. There is no 
penalty for wearing the key in- 
correctly. Such an act is due to 
thoughtlessness or ignorance, and 
if the chapter does its full duty in 
instructing its members, they soon 
learn the correct position of the 
key without need of a penalty. 


The new Constitution requires 
that a member who does not attend 
a certain proportion of chapter 
meetings be automatically dropped 
from the chapter-roll. If a mem- 
ber is willing to pay her fees regu- 
larly, why should she not be per- 
mitted to continue her member- 
ship? 

A member who pays her fees 
has performed only one of her ob- 
ligations, that of doing her share 
in financial support of our activi- 
ties. The chapter work needs par- 
ticipation of all. In most cases, 
such a member is occupying the 
place of one who would take an 
active part in Delta Kappa Gamma 
work. Frequent absence from 
meetings indicates indifference to 
Delta Kappa Gamma. If the 
chapter president does her duty, 
the members know, early in the 
fall, the dates of most of the meet- 
ings. They should consider these 
important enough to make no other 
engagements for these dates. Our 
membership is strictly limited. In- 
different members should not he 
retained when their places can 
easily be filled by those who would 
really work with the chapter. This 
policy was most strongly endorsed 
by delegates at the last National 
Convention. 


Please tell me where the Delta 
Kappa Gamma official scarf, ban- 
ner, and candlesticks may be ob- 
tained and the price of each. From 
whom does one order the songs and 
at what price? How may the tiny 
candlesticks be purchased, and also 
Delta Kappa Gamma place-cards? 
Where may Delta Kappa Gamma 
stationery be obtained? 

Most of this information is 
given by the National President in 
the circulars sent to chapter and 
state presidents. It is repeated 
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here for the convenience of all 
members. 

The scarf and the banner may 
be purchased from the L. G. Bal- 
four Company, Attleboro, Massa- 
chusetts, whose advertisement ap- 
pears in all issues of the Bulletin. 
In ordering a scarf, ask for Delta 
Kappa Gamma Scarf Number 
1 A.C. Send $16.75 for the scarf 
and postage. The cost of the ban- 
ner is $45.00. This should be re- 
ferred to as Delta Kappa Gamma 
Banner, Number 1 H..U. Always 
specify that the banner is to be 
mounted on a hanging-pole with 
brass ends and gold cord and tas- 
sels. In ordering scarf or banner, 
mark your envelope, “Attention of 
Mr. L. G. Balfour or Mr. Larkin.” 

The official candlesticks are 
$12.00 per pair. Three may be 
bought for $18.00. These should 
be ordered from Miss Fanny An- 
drews, Quality Shoppe, Austin, 
Texas. 

The official song and the song- 
books are ordered from National 
headquarters. Address Miss Norma 
Smith, 201 Thorn Place, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. The sheet-music 
Delta Kappa Gamma Song is five 
cents per copy; the Song Book is 
fifteen cents per copy. 

The price of the tiny candle- 
holders and of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma place-cards varies from time 
to time. At present National 
headquarters furnishes the small 
candle-holders at four cents each; 
single place-cards at $1.25 per 
hundred; double place-cards at 
$2.00 per hundred. A check should 
accompany each order. Checks 
are made payable to Berneta Mink- 
witz, National Treasurer. 

As to state or chapter stationery, 
this is not furnished by the Na- 
tional organization, which supplies 
the state organizations and the 
chapters with the invitation blanks 
only. Each organization is pre- 
sented with a card-drawing of the 
Delta Kappa Gamma key and the 
coat-of-arms. From these, each 


‘may have its own cuts made, and 


each may have its own stationery 
printed wherever it pleases. The 
companies advertising in the Bul- 
letin usuxlly have cuts of our key 
and would appreciate your orders. 
They patronize us; the Bulletin 
management urges you to patron- 
ize them. 


When our members are listed in 
various books such as Who’s Who 
in America, American Educators 
or American Women, why do they 


sometimes fail to mention their 


membreship in Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma? Is not this as important as 
their membership in other honor- 
societies ? 

The Editor may be pardoned if 
she thinks membership in Delta 
Kappa Gamma quite as worthy of 
mention as membership in any 
other professional organization. 
She does not know why some mem- 
bers neglect to mention it, if this 
is the case. Perhaps they need 
only to have their attention called 
to the omission.
